Tue Zionist Executive and the World Union of Zionist 
Revisionists have reached an agreement banning 

“METHODS OF party warfare which is “ outside the limits of 
BARBARISM "’ political and ideological discussion and not in 
BARRED conformity with the moral principles of Zionism 


and civilised conduct.” We are glad to hear it, 
and devoutly trust that the agreement, for the enforcement of which 
special pledges are taken, will be sternly and honourably observed, 
nnd the Zionist movement cleansed of an intolerable stigma. It is 
to be noted that ™ all parties,” aud not only the Revisionists, are to 
he bound by the undertaking—the recent agreement between the 
Zionist Executive and the Warld Union of General Zionists 
provides for “the exclusion of inadmissible methods in relations 
between parties.’ Let us now hope that Zionism has done for 
ever with the perpetration or advocacy of violence and terrorism, 
insult and slander. Such un-Jewish proceedings sap enthusiasm 
nnd discredit the movement, and are best left to our enemies with 
whom they are instinctive. 


We observe also that all Parties undertake to prevent any 
breach of the agreement which it is sought to 
bring about between workers’ organisations in 
Palestine, to establish relations of comradeship 
and an equitable distribution of work among 
those seeking employment, and to safeguard fair conditions. The 
agreement here aimed at would in itself help to sweeten the air in 
Palestine and so assist in the paramount work of peace. There are 
other and perhaps wider questions that remain for discussion. But 
these will perhaps be discussed at the joint conference which is 
contemplated, if the results of the preliminary conferences, in which 
those already referred to are included, justify the calling of this 
larger gathering.

From THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of October 31st, 1884 


Sir Moses Montefiore’s Hundredth Birthday 


DURING Monday a constant stream of visitors called at East Cliff 
Lodge. As it was naturally impossible for Sir Moses to parti- 
cipate in the special service at the Ramsgate Synagogue, tt was 


arranged that the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler should proceed to: 


the residence of Sir Moses, aud in his presence read the special 
prayers. When Dr. Adler approached him, Sir Moses insisted 
on standing up. Though his head was somewhat bent, Sir 
Moses was yet the tallest and most commanding figure in the 


room. He remained standing during the whole time that Dr. 
Hermann Adler recited the Chief Rabbi's prayer, first in 


Hebrew. and afterwards, at Sir Moses special request, in 
English. 

AN interesting scene was witnessed on Tuesday. Mr. J. Sebag 
entertained to luncheon on behalf of Sir Moses Montefiore a 
number of guests. Shortly afterwards, the visitors were invited 
to repair to Sir Moses's bedroom where the address of the 
Ramsgate Corporation was presented. Every person in the 
room was then presented to Sir Moses, who warmly grasped 
his visitors by the hand and had a cordial greeting for each. 
Sir Moses-constantly observed: “ Iam deeply honoured to-day.” 
Being informed that a representative of this journal was in the 
room, Sir Moses said: * You don’t know what a great power 
THE JewitsH CHRONICLE is in our community.”

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Obituary 


Mr. JOHANN KREMENETZKY 


The death is reported from Vienna, in his 85th year, of Johann 
Kremenetzky, one of the pioneers of the Zionist Movement, an 
imtimate friend and colleague of Dr. Theodor Herzl, and the first 
Director of the Jewish National Fund. He was born in Odessa, and 
studied engineering at the Technical High School in Berlin, When 
he was thirty, he settled in Vienna, and founded the tirm of 
Kremenetzky, Meyer and Egger, makers of electrical apparatus, arc 
lamps and electric globes. In that connection he was responsib'e 
for a great number of inventions and held numerous patents. Mr. 
Kremenetzky built the first electric lamp factory in Austria, and 
developed it into a big industry. He also interested himself in the 
establishment of the electrical industry in Palestine. He attended 
the First Zionist Congress at Basle, and was elected a member of 
the Inner Actions Committee, retaining his position there till the 
Seventh Congress. He remained for many years a member of the 
Greater Actions Committee. His most important Zionist work was 
the organisation of the Jewish National Fund. From its inception 
in 1901 until 1907, he was the head of the Fund, which then had its 
head office in Vienna, where he lived. He introduced the famous 
Jewish National Fund boxes, the Golden Book and the Jewish 
National Fund Stamps. 


A highly respected member of the Manchester Jewish Community has 
passed away inthe person of Mre. EVA SHIERS. She was a devoted 
worker for the Hig! er Broughton Synagogue Dorcas Society, of which she 
was Iresident, and identified herself with all the charitable institutions 
in the city. 

Dr. MUSCHKAT, the Baltic representative on the Jewish Agency 
Council, died on Sunday at Riga at the age of fifty-seven. He was one of 
the greatest philanthropists in the Ba!'tic countries, and in his will he has 
left 160,000 dollars for philanthropic purposes. 

The prominent Jewish worker, RACHEL MELTZER, a former member of 
the Polish Scjm, has died in Lemberg at the age of fifty-four.

But I would like still 
more to be assured that we are supplementing faith by deeds, and 
the man who demands deeds as well as convictions is surely not ‘# 
prophet of despair but a friend and an optimist in the truest sense 
of those words. What are the qualities which Professor Laski 
calls for? First, courage. Courage-—the willingness to incur 
danger—-must be based on optimism, else its call to the multi. 
tude would be idle and vain. “The qualities we Jews require 
above all.’ he tells us, “are those required when men go out to 
battle in a great cause.’ They are, one must assume, discipline. 
lovalty, fortitude, belief in one’s cause and the team spirit. Will 
anyone deny their potency in the achievement of victory. or the 
need for them in which we stand to-day’ There is something eise 
which we need above all—and that is the return to our Jewish 
ideals and creed. “Can Israel survive its present losses?” the 


Chief Rabbi has asked and, with anvthing but the spirit of 
the defeatist, he gives this answer: “Only mark that word 


“ only" —" if Israel remembers that the Spirit alone is invincible ; 
only if Jewish loyalty and devotion call into existence new agencies 
and centres of Jewish culture and thought to take the place of 
those that have vanished in the darkness which has descended upon 
mighty nations.” “As long as Israel remains true to God and his 
‘Torah, Israel is invincible. A religious Israel will, in the future, as 
in the past, stand by the graveside of its traducers and persecutors. 
There is surely a Divine purpose revealed in the preservation of the 
Jew. But the Jew has bis part to play in its accomplishment. _ It is 
not always wise to assume that history will repeat itself, no matter 
what role we play in it! The real defeatist is the man who gocs 
comfortably forward in the careless belief that it will!

Above them all stands the Chief Kabbi oft 
Frauce, and in more than one instance this distinguished office has bten 
conferred upon a Regional Chief Rabbi, to wit, the late Chief Rabbi Za toc 
Kahn and his son-in-law, Chief Rabbi Israel Levi. 

En passant, | may call attention to the fact that in France, as in 
every other European country except Great Britain, the common or garden 
type of Minister, as our own preachers are called, has no place in the 
spiritual life of Jewish communities. Everywhere the incumbent holds 
the rank of Rabbi and he has obtained his diploma as such before he 
receives an appointment. The only continental country where the tern: 
‘* Minister” is applied to a Jewish cleric is, again, France: there the 
Chazan is properly designated not ** Reader” or ** Cantor,” bat *' Ministre 
Officiant ” (Officiating Minister). 

Happily there are now in this country a good number of English- 
trained (if not all English-born) Rabbis: and in these gentlemen we have 
ample material for the Kegional Rabbis whom ** Watchman ” has ia mind.

The ‘Free City of Danzig 


JEWS GROSSLY PERSECUTED 


Inactivity of League Commissioner 


A special correspondent of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
recently in Danzig reports increasing tension among the 
Jewish population. Despite the official declaration of Dr. 
Rauschning, the Nazi President of the Senate, which has a 
Nazi majority, that the “Aryan” principle would not be 


enforced in Danzig, where every citizen had his rights guaranteed 
by the Constitution, Jews are in fact boycotted and treated 
nlmost as if they were in Germany. 

Dr. Rauschning, it may be remembered, was the leader of the 
local National Socialist Party when it was successful at the last 
election, and he went to Berlin to ask Hitler's leave to take over the 
post of President, which was conditional on resigning leadership of 
the Party. Since filling this office, he has been more restrained in 
his anti-Semitic utterances, a softening that has been dictated, it 
seems, by a fear of the extention to Danzig of the Jewish boycott of 
Germany. Itis estimated that a determined Jewish boycott of Danzig 
could reduce it to bankruptcy in three months. Dr. Rauschning, 
however, is now on holiday and with him has gone the restraining 
influence on Herr Forster, his successor as leader of the Nazi Party, 
to which office he was nominated by Hitler. 

Herr Férster has orderel a complete boycott of the Jews, and 
his men march the streets singing anti-Semitic songs. He invited 
Julius Streicher to Danzig, where the Franconian leader made his 
usual attack on the Jews, and the circulation of the SrureRMER is 
organised on a wids scale. Jew-hatred has even penetrated into the 
schools, and official examination boards have recently been known 
to put to children special questions, the aim of which is to train 
them into an anti-Semitic habit of feeling and thought. In the 
University, our correspondent reports that the Jews have been put 
into a ghetto: every difficulty, too, is put in the way of Jewish law 
students. The Committees of the Medical and Legal Associations 
have been entirely cleared of Jews, and many Jewish officials have 
been pensioned off. Dr. Liwy, editor of a Jewish weekly and local 
correspondent of the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, has been arrested 
on a false charge and released. 

The notorious * Six Commandments” issued by Rudolf Hess to 
the German Nazi Party ordering them to boycott Jews in every walk 
of life have been posted up in a number of State institutions in 
order to make them obligatory upon the Danzig Nazis. A law court 
has handed down a verdict to the effect that non-Jewish firms may 
dismiss their Jewish employees if there is ground to fear that the 
firm would suffer economic boycott otherwise—a sure enough admis- 
sion of the existence of the anti-Jewish boycott in Danzig. The 
C. V. ZEITUNG reports, however, that the Danzig Labour Court has 
awarded damages to two Jewish cap-makers, who, after being 
employed for nine years in a local factory, were dismissed following 
demands for their removal made at a meeting of the factory cell. 


Nazi Newspaper’s Vile Insinuation 


The Nazi Press of Danzig is as filthy in its invective against the 
Jews as the Party Press of Germany. Indeed, the DANZIGER Forpos- 
TEN recently went so far that it drew a protest from a German news- 
paper. The ForrOsTeN declared that a leading Jew bad urged the 
Jews to let their children graduate as doctors “in order to be able to 
send to death as many non-Jews as possible.” The Munich medical 
organ commented to its credit that the statement of the Danzig 
organ was “an unheard-of lie” and that the Germans must be 
thankful for the services rendered to medicine by Jews of the type 
of Professors Ehrlich, Wassermann, Behring and others. “It is 
intolerable to find a great Jewish research worker, who is an 
ornament to German science, insulted only because he is a Jew. and 
we must not forget even now, when Germany is boycotted by World

I should think that the Jewish economic 
boycott would be exceedingly serious for Germany. I think Germany 
made a great mistake in regard tothe Jews. Furthermore, | cannot 
see any reason for any hostility to the Jews in Germany. Very many 
of the Jews were among Germany's most loyal and most valuable 
citizens. The names of many German Jews were famous throughout 
the world and they were famous as Germans, not merely as Jews. 
The Jewish population could not have been any menace to the 
Teutonic or so-called ‘ Aryan’ population of Germany. There were 
only some 600,000 Jews in Germany—less than one per cent. of the 
population. The whole policy of such an anti-Semitism is such an 
obvious mistake that I am sure it must soon be abandoned... In 
fact, | think it is already well on the way to abandonment. My 
impressions of Chancellor Hitler are that he is a very intense man, 
concentrated on his idea of German unity. He is an extraordinary 
organiser. Germany is organised to an astonishing extent behind 
Hitler and his ideas of German unity. That seems to me to be the 
dominant idea, and other policies of the administration seem to be 
unimportant to the movement in comparison.”

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German Jews in Spain 


by Dr. A. MARMORSTEIN 

‘The old adage thai “ history repeats itself,” is righily or wrongly 
relegated by children of our age to the long discarded wisdom of 
former generations; vet some historical parallels are not merely 
instructive, but also useful, when they come at an opportune 
moment. There appeared a few weeks ago a historical document in 
the Hebrew periodical called HASoKER, published in Hungary under 
the editorship of Professor Dr. M. Gattmann, which offers the best 
illustration of my assertion. I speak of a letter written in the year 


1329 by Rabbi Jacob ben Asher of Toledo. This document, discovered. | 


by Dr. A. H. Freimann, lecturer at the Rabbinical College of 
Rome, and published by him in the periodical indicated a few 
lines before, may, under present conditions, interest even 
those readers who generally look with some contempt at 
dry antiquarian or pure historical research. The writer of the 
letter, RK. Jacob, is, like his father, Rabbi Asher Ashkenazi, stil! 
well known to students and laymen, within as well as outside, the 
old Beth Hamidrash under the name of Baal ha-Turim. He owes 
his reputation to his Commentary on the Pentateuch and to his 
Halachic Code. On this: occasion neither his mystic exegesis. nor 
his great work of legal codification buat a simple letter, which was 
sent by him from Spain to Germany, is the subject of these lines 

The epistie ts addressed to an otherwise unknown gentieman calicd 
Gilt Kassuf, or something like it. The editor is not quite certain whethe: 
he has deciphered the letters correctly or not. It may be that, ont of fea) 
of spies or censors, some harmiess nickname was chosen. ‘The writer 
advises his friend to leave the cursed land of persecution--a play on the 
expression used in Lev. xvi., 22, ercts geserah—and come to Spain wher: 
he will find rest and comfort. The shadow of.the terrible massacre and 
expulsion of the year 1548 wasalready hovering over the heads of German 
Jews ten years earlier. Religious law, says the writer, forbids one to live 
in a country where human life is in daily danger. Day and night those poor 
Jews were threatened with cruel pogroms and bestial treatment on the 
part of the authorities and the mob-—-as in Hitler Germany. 1938. “ Let 
us know,” writes Rabbi Jacob, ** the time of your arrival, also about your 
private affairs, how many sons and daughters you have, how many of 
them are married and how many single, how much you have for vou: 
expenses, ctc.” He assures him that his friends in Spain will do thet: 
best to he|p him and make good his losses. 

The addressee was a learned man, and was urgedto Ining lis books 
with him, although he is told to leave furniture and other utensils behind in 
Germany. All books are necessary, especially texts of the ‘Talmud, com 
mecntaries by Rashi and other manuscripts. The Tossafoth he need not 
worry about, for they are not studied ip Spain; they are satisiied with the 
works of Asheri, the writer's father. This appeal is extended to the 
relatives of the writer as well. All of them should come together, and 
the Spanish Jews will provide for them. ‘There are good chances in 
Toledo for all ofthem. They will find plenty of opportunities to make a guod 
living in their new place of refage. This applies to the poor.as well as te 
the rich, who ave well provided with capital. “ For,” he says, * whosoever 
helps a person to leave that country is to be considered as if he had saved 
Jewish souls.” 

This letter requires no further commentary. The writer and his fathe: 
hailed from Germauy and settled in Toledo. They came probably from 
Cologne where they had relatives, and it is quite likely that the document 
was sent to that place. Further it may be pointed out that an influx of 
Jewish scholars from Germany is noticeable in the Jewish-Spanish liters 
ture of the fourteenth century.

ALIEN LABOUR IN PALESTINE 


English firms have cast their eyes on Palestine, and have con- 
structed, or are constructing, agencies, factories, etc. Yet in the 
employment of staff, they use Jewish labour rarely, and then only 
in the trades with which non-Jews are not as yet conversant. Even 
then, the Jews are often forced to work on Saturdays and festiva!s. 
To-day, the oil companies in Haifa employing over 1,000 men 
have weeded out the majority of Jewish employees, although 
they do not ask for higher wages than the non-Jewish workers. 
In their place a huge percentage of Transjordanian, Greek, Armenian, 
Turkish and Balkan employees are being engaged, despite the fact 
that many of the above are just temporary residents, not entitled to 
seek employment here at all. While believing in “treating the 
stranger within the gates” kindly, employment should not be given 
to outsiders at the expense of Jewish permanent residents. A main 
reason for this injustice is that the firms in their desire to use 
cheap European and English labour, promote to responsible 
positions semi-skilled foremen, who, classing ignorantly all Pales- 
tinians as © natives,’ object tothe Jewish stand for their rights.

The Honorary Officers of the 
South-West London Aid Society announced that the bed in the Society's 
name would be consecrated on Sunday, the llth inst., and its Annual 
Dinner and Ball would be held at Grosvenor House, Park Lane, on the 
25th inst.

The East End Academy 


Michael Goldberg's Fine Portraits 


This year’s East End Academy, at the Whitechapel Art Gallery, 


is so full of good things by Jewish artists, that one has space 
to deal only with the most interesting. In catalogue order, we 
find S. Fishman’s “Old Musician” (No. 5) which is, however, 
rather too consciously composed and flabbily drawn; and the right 
side of the body has no real existence. But the same painters 
* Self-portrait’ (No. 20) shows good modelling in the head and real 
subtlety of tone in the coat, shirt and tie; it lacks only vitality. 
Then we come to Clara Klinghoffer who has several oils and 
drawings, all of which have been reviewed before. The Committee 
are more than justified in hanging these again, for not only do they 
add distinction to the exhibition, but they are of great technical 
value to those artists who have not yet reached her eminence. Her 
draughtsmanship, however, is born and not made.

Louis Kiverstein’s “The Toilet’ (No. 49), was reproduced in 
these pages recently. Lt is one of the best pictures in the exhibition, 
iin interesting composition perfectly spaced. There'is both vitality 
und repose, qualities that are contradictory for most artists. The 
tonal scheme -and the lighting. are excellent; so are the 
iraughtsmanship and the painting. It is a really good picture, 
apart only from the curvature of the man’s spine, which 
is enforced by the composition. Did Mr. Kiverstein quite 
realise the four sides of the canvas before he started? The 
girl's figure is quite perfectly placed, but was enough cuon- 
centration given to the man’s figure when the picture was 
panned? J. Myerson's “Tropic” (No. 58) would make a good poster, 
rich in its conception and stark in its formality. His other works, 
however, are altogether too crowded for his rather coarse treatment. 
In “Refugees” (No.74) Rose Baron has secured dramatic concentration. 
As a story-telling picture, it isexcellent. The grouping of the figures 
and the co'our disposition are well thought out, and one figure in 
particular, is realised wiih real depth of feeling. Her other works 
show considerable improvement on last year, but are still uncertain in 
draughtsmanship and exploit a metallic colour scheme that needs 
very careful handling. In his” Portrait’ (No. 76), M. Sockackewsky 
has not been able to see the wood for the trees. He seems to 
have been troubled by the question “How many hairs make a 
beard?” His “ Rabbi of Sassow” (No. 86) is more of a picture, by 
virtue of an attempted, if unfortunate, tonal scheme. His “ Head 
of a Girl” (No. 88a), also has a certain character to commend it. 

In“ Landscape—Sussex ” (No. 85), Archibald Ziegler has accepted 
the challenge of an almost horizontal bank of trees sloping slightly 
down to the left. He has broken them in ma3s, colour and tone, 
but perhaps not sufficiently in light, and one feels that even the 
virile treatment of the grass and of the clouds does not successfully 
overcome the initial difficulty of the composition.

The roll of pupils exceeds 400 attending our Classes 
‘uly, In addition to the religious and educational work, boots, clothing and 
‘ood are provided for the most necessitous scholers, and recreational and 
‘ ‘ucational opportunities for the adolescents of the district, whose interest in 
Jewish matters is thus maintained, and who are asstred of a place to go to 
‘uring their leisure hours. ‘Those who know the conditions of the home-life 
(f inany youngsters in East London will realise the boon thus afforded them. 

I feel that the Jewish Community wil! realise that the needs of the Com- 
mercial Road Talmud Torah should not be neglected.

Problem of Adolescent Girl Cases 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS WAR ON WHITE SLAVERY 


‘The Annual Meeting of the Association was held on Wednesday 
at 18, Kensington Palace Gardens, the residence of Mrs. Lionel. de 
Rothsehild. Dr. CLavpr G. MontEFIORE presided. In presenting 
the Annual Report. Dr. Montefiore said that Mr. Arthur Moro was 
resigning the position he had held so long as their Hon. Secretary, 
although they were all pleased to note that he was remainiug one 


of their Vice-Presidents. Mrs. L. Pyke and Mr. Halford would 
act as joint Hon. Secretaries. Members would see by the work 
recorded .by the Children’s Committee that certain problems 


concerning older girls were seriously exercising the minds of the 
Committee and that the need for a home for girls from fifteen 
to seventeen, who had been committed under the Children’s Act, 
was becoming more and more apparent. He appealed to the Jewish 
community to support this work and to those parents who were 
able to guard and protect their own children to express their 
practical sympathy with those who were unable to do so. 

Miss F. Horsrurch, M.B.E., M.P., addressed the meeting on the 
work of the League of Nations in connection with the Traffic. She 
described the difficulties of securing agreement among delegates 
from different countries with different and often conflicting points 
of view. The convention concluded at Geneva last year bad been 
criticised by many who were ignorant of the almost insuperable 
difficulties that had been surmounted, because it did not go far 
enough and attack the evil in individual countries concerned. She 


‘was convinced that it was only possible to work in this matter from 


an international to a national angle. 
A Magistrate's Praise 


Mr. ARTHUR Moro gave a descriptive and retrospective account 
of the founding of the Organisation. Mr. CLAUD MULLINS, Metro 
politan Police Magistrate, said that it was of inestimable value to 
have an organisation such as theirs which could investigate cases of 
matrimonial disputes that came before the Police Courts. From 
along experience in these matters he had no hesitation in saying 
that the work of the Jewish Association and its Cases Committees 
had served as « means of educating the general public as to the evils of 
separation orders in a great majority of the instances. He looked 
forward to the time when it would be the duty of the magistrate to 
refer all such cases to a properly constituted Investigation Com 
mittee such as the Jewish Community now had working as part of 
their Association, before any final order was made. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and to the hostess was passed 
on the proposition of the Chief Rabbi.

THE LURE OF PALESTINE 


History of Palestine. The Last Two Thousand Years. By Jacob 
de Haas. (New York. The Macmillan Company. 1934. 15s.). 


Mr. Jacob de Haas is well known to the older generation of Zionists 
as a doughty fighter for what was called ‘‘ political Zionism ’’ in the early 
days of the transition of the Chovevi Zion, and as one of the most faithful 
henchmen in England of Dr. Herz!. He is known, too, in more recent 
years as a vigorous journalist about Palestine, and as the co-author 
with Dr. Stephen Wise of a trenchant attack on the British Administra- 
tion of Palestine after the ricts of 1929, entitled * The Great Detrayal.” 
In this book he has set himself to a more serious literary enterprise. 
He has written the history of Palestine from. the beginning of the 
Christian era’ to the present day ; and the book is obviously the outcome 
of years of study and the widest reading. It is packed full of 
quotations from the writers of many ages and many countries, from books 
in Greek and Latin, French, German and English, from Byzantine 
chronicles and medieval travellers’ tales, from capsular reports and 
government blue books and white papers.. At the end of cach chapteris a 
table of the references to the sources of all the quotations, The author has 

knitted together the var ed texture with vivid comments on the develop- 
mcnt of humanity in a. country which, as he says, ‘* With its age-o'd 
service as a world highway, with its varied and intractable population, 
has maintained a perpetuity beside which all empires have been fugitive 
ard transitory.” His history of two thousand years is always vivid and 
full of colour, and it impressively emphasises the place which Palestine 
has held, and which it seems likely it will hold again, as a centre of 
¢.Vilisation, a vital strategic and economic point in the ancient, the 
medieval and the modern world, and alink betwe2n the West and the East. 
lic emphasises too the deeper spiritaal character of Palestine’s history— 
“ Ever changing it has been and remainsthe Land of Unforgetting. . . » 
Here the memory of man has ever been active and inventive .... The 
mpcrishable in Palestine is that it was a state of mind... .Three world 
religions sprang from ideas and hopes nurtured on. its hills and in its 
valleys.” 

The accuracy of the anthor—particularly with names-——is not equal to 
his industry: and his fecling for picturesque language occasionally leads 
him astray as to the facts. He is apt to over-state the importance of 
Palestine, as where he says that “the World War was won by. the Allies 
and lost by the Germans on the most ancient of battiefiecids— Palestine.” 
And in the last chapters, dealing with the War and the granting of 
the Mandate, abont which he knows persona'ly so much--too much for a 
historian of a large perspective—he plac®s certain mipor events out of 
their true proportion. .But the boly of the book does give a vivid, and 
often a brilliant, picture of the haman history that has been crowded into 
the litt'e land, of the changes of its population, of the revolutions in its 
culture and its thought, of the economic evolution, and even of the catas- 
trophes of nature which fvom time to time have laid waste the monuments 
of earlier ages. And throughout the realer is consc:ons of and infected 
by the writer’s enthusiasm for the Land, till the final exultant conclusion 

“ The lore of Pa'estine has not waned, it waxeth.” it is a book to read 

and re-read, a genuine contribution to ths voluminous literature about 
the country which, above all others, has bocn “ exposed to authors.” 


Notes on Books and Authors 


A number of important works bave recently been published which 
deal with the period of the Resettlement of the Jews in England. The 
two lives of Cromwell, by John Buchan and Hila re Belloc resp: ctively, 
were cageily looked forward to by students of Anglo-Jewish history, in 
the hope that they might throw new light on the Readmission. Mr. 
Buchan, indeed, devotes some lines to the question. He still adheres to 
the view, not entirely confirmed by recent researches, that the Jews were 
mimitted by Oliver Cromwell—not, as he is careful to point out, through 
any necessary spirit of tolerance but simply as part of h's geveral com. 
mere'al aud economic policy. Mr. Belloc’s views on the subject, one 
would have ant.cipated, would have been more exciting, if less conven- 
tional ; but in pointof fact he does not refer to it at all. On the other hand, 
a vewly published Oxford thesis by Dr. M. P. Ashley, FINANCIAL AND 
COMMERCIAL POLICY UNDER THE CROMWELLIAN PROTECTORATE .O.U.P., 
10s. 6d.), tackles the question at the very outset, again accentuating 
economic rather than humanitarian motives as the keyrote to Cromwell's 
policy. 


The October QUARTERLY Review, besides publishing Mr, Israel 
Cohen's article on “The Jewish Tragedy” and Mr. 8S. L. Bensusan’s on 
“Khe Renaissance in Farmland” (an unexpected topic for a former editor 
of the JEWISH WORLD !), contains an essay by Mr. W. IH. Dawson, entitled 
“Cromwell and the Jews.” It is a pity that the author of this has 
not taken advantage of recent researches on the subject. His ample 
use of Lucien Wolf's studies of thirty years ago, though not acknow- 
ledged, is indeed self-evident. Under the circumstances, it is all the 
more regrettable that he bas not taken into account that rare scholar’s 
masterly expose of the contemporary legend, on the face of it absurd, that 
Menasseh ben Israel attempted to buy St. Paul’s Cathedral for use as a 
Synagogue. This was obviously nothing more than a piece of scandal, 
intended to embitter popular opinion against the Commonwealth and 


against the Jews. What, after all, could the latter bave done with it, 
even had they acquired it?

‘1own to me, militarist authors take a highly mystical view of their 
\ject, and regard war as a biological and sociological necessity-— 
- ancestors have bred pugnacity into our bones and marrow, and 
ousands of years of peace won't breed it out of us.” 

The fallacies of Militarism have been exposed over and over 
in, and by none so effectively as by Sir Nerman Angell. Yet 
-pite his smashing arguments, shallow thinkers keep on repeating 
- praises of war. In this there lurks a’ danger, and the question 
Jews is: Is there a specifically Jewish attitude to Peace and War ? 

Turn to the Bible and what do you find? Wars in abundance. 

Israelites of old carried on war against the Canyanite tribes 

til the latter were utterly destroyed. Granted that the Canaanites 
ve idol worshippers and wallowed in immorality, granted that the 
elites were the instruments of divine retribution, yet the fact 
coins thatin this connection we have wars and invasion, and 

that wars bring with them. The Bible records the warlike 
ploits of the Judges, of Saul, of David, of the Tater Kings. God 

‘‘inself is praised as “‘a Man of War.” In the Pentatench there 

“> regulations for warfare. First comes an appeal for confidence 

i bravery; then the elimination of certain classes of soldiers who

None the less, if we consult the prophets, we discover a different

Recalling the records of warfare among the ancient Israelites, 
cud comparing them with the message of an Isaiah or a Micah, 
only one conclusion is possible.

‘ition; the vision of Perpetual Peace another and higher 

‘verhaps the highest) stage. Consider the message of Amos, 
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He denounces a number of peoples for their cruelty in war: 
Damascus “threshed Gilead with sledges of iron": Gaza “ carried 
away captive a whole captivity”; Tyre “remembered not the 
brotherly covenant’; Edom “ cast off. all pity.’ He abhors all this 
warlike conduct and utterly condemns it. Amos lived in the eighth 
century before the common era—over two thousand five hundred 
sears ago--and since then the ideal which he and Micah and Isaiah 
enunciated has become firmly established in the Jewish outlook on 
life. In the course of their history, Jews have had to take up erms. 
The story of the Maccabees is one that is honourable in the annals of 
jnilitary history. Jews have soldiers at one time or another sinc? 
then down to the Great War. and their record in every country does 
them credit. But these military activities are one thing; the Jewish 
ileal of peace is quite another. In a world which is palsied with fear, 
in which men speak of wars and rumours of wars. Jews must stand 
as the exponents of Peace. It is one of their ideals, in which the) 
see a basic pillar of civilisation. Waatever may be said to the 
contrary, Jews believe that peacs makes for civilisation and 
human progress. war for barbarism and brutaliiv. Nor do Jews 
stand alone in this. Christians, inheriting and sharing the 
Jewish ideals of Peace. must stand shoulder to shoulder with them. 
Christianity at its best preaches peace. The Sermon on the Mount 
which incidentally enunciates many a Jewish ideal—leaves no doulit 
about the matter. “ Blessed are the merciful: for they shall obtain 
mercy. [nthe whole armoury of militarism there is no room fox 
mercy. Ask the manufacturers of Nazi opinion and see what their 
answer is. Or consider Nazi policy in Germany to-day. Ruthless. 
ness is their gospel. “ Blessed are the peace makers: for they shall 
be called Sons of God.’ la Hitler's Germany the peace makers are 
in concentration camps. But Christian teaching is plain, aud 
Christians should stand beside Jews as the protagonists of Peacé. 
Pax volnscun: is also a Christian greeting. Those who heard the 
broadcast of Dean Inge the other evening must have been struck 
by his statement that “so far the influence of Christianity on the 
side of peace has been disappointingly small.’ But he had his 
excuse ready. ~ Christianity had not failed, because it had not been 
tried. Real Christians would probably always be in a minority; but 
they had a great influence. and they would have all men of good 
will and all men of common sense on their side.” So would the 
Jews in their insistence that war is barbaric and cruel, that i! 
liberates the beast in man, and that it is utterly useless. History 
has proved over and over again that even successful wars were 
vain. Those who lived through the Great War must have had their 
object lesson. 

For Jews the situation is clear. Jews stand for peace. They 
pray for peace. They greet each other with “ Peace.’ They know 
that greater heroism is possible in peace than in war. They hold 
that Civilisation is founded on Peace. (adwr Sy 45).

An Untroubled History 


Mutual Understanding and Co-Operation 


[From a Correspondent] 
In a recent article on the re-training of the Jewish refugees 


from Germany in Holland and Denmark, reference was made to the 
old-established 


Jewish Com- 
munity in Copenhagen. The 
settlement of the Jews in the 
Danish Kingdom goes back to 
the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century, when King 
Christian IV. invited the 
Jews from Holland and Ham. 
burg to his Duchy of Schleswig- 
Holstein in order to bring to 
his Kingdom ‘the benefits of 
the Colonial and West Indian 
trade. Jews were admitted to 
the capital in the following 
century, and enjoyed civil 
rights in Denmark long before as 
they gained them in many 
countries of Western Europe. 
They have an old cemetery, 
which was once in the country 
and is now near the heart of 
the City, containing the graves, tae 7 
almost all with Hebrew tomb- a 
stones, of those early settlers. 
Their Synagogve in Copen- 
‘hagen is more than one hundred Mr. C. B. HENRIQUES 
vears old. At one time, there (President of the Communal Council) 
were Congregations and Syna- 
gogues in some half-dozen other towns in Jutland and the Islands, 
hut the tendency to settle in the capital has brought these con- 
gregations to an end. The cemeteries remain and are piously 
tended, but only a few scattered individuals survive from the 
congregations. 

The “ Mosaic’’ community, as it is called, has been fortunate 
in its spiritual leaders; for over half-a-century it was led by Chief 
Rabbi Wolff who made himself an bonoured position in general 
society. His successor was Chief Rabbi Simonsen, loved alike by 
Jew and Gentile. Dr. Simonsen was a Professor at the University 
of Copenhagen and taught Hebrew to the members of the Royal 
family. It has been fortunate, too, in its lay leaders. The families 
of Hlenr- ques, the descendants of the Sefardic family which has 
branches in England, and of Melchior have maintained a tradition 
of the continuity of service for generations. It has given to the 
genéral society some distinguished names, not, it is interesting to 
note, so much in commerce and indtstfy as in literature and 
science. The most outstanding in the last generation was Georg 
randes, the literary critic. His brother was Danish. Minister of 
Finance. It is notable, too, that one of the early leadeis of that 
original cultural movement in Denmark, the Folk High School, was 
Ernst-Trier, who was of Jewish origin. In this generation, the 
outstanding man of Jewish origin, though he is not of the Jewish 
oars is Professor Nils Bohr, the celebrated physicist and Nobc!

“ Protocols of Zion” Trial 


Purveyors of the Forgeries Indicted 


Dr. Weizmann’'s Evidence 


ORIGINS OF THE VICIOUS MYTH 


Intense interest has been aroused by the “ Protocols of the 
'jere of Zion” case, which opened this week in Berne. The action, 
‘is brought by. the Federation of Jewish Communities in

‘ine of the first witnesses to appear for the prosecution was 
ve, Weizmann, who testified that he did not attend the first Zionist 
‘ ongress, but was acquainted with its entire proceedings. Replying 
‘o questions by the President of the Court, he explained the aims of 
/ionism and dismissed as absurd legends the suggestions of secret 
protocols and Jewish world solid: arity, 

The next witness was Count du Chayla, a former member of the 
lussian army; who told. the Court what he knew of Sergius Nilus, 
the compiler of the ~ Protocols,” with whom he had lived for a time 
na Russian monastery. Witness dwelt on the sinister réle of anti- 
semitism in creating trouble in Russia and finally bringing about 
the Russian upheaval. Professor Swatikoff a well-known Russian 
historian, who was a member of the Kerensky Government, told the 
‘ourt that the “ Protocols’ had been fabricated by a certain Rash- 
kovsky, a Paris agent of the Russian Tsarist secret police, the 
Ochraria.” Later witnesses were Viadimir Burzev, the famous 
itussian revolutionary and anti-Bolshevik, who unurasked the agent- 
provacateur Azeff,and Professor Nikolayewsky, a leading Menshevik 
and Russiau historian. They went into details concerning the 
’ Ochrana,” in order to show that it had been responsible for the 
production of the Protocols.” 

The chief defendant, Fischer, created some amusement by asking 
each of the Russian witnesses as they appeared whether they 
belonged to the Jewish nation, and looking very crestfallen wheu 
each of them answered in the negative. 

Further evidence was given by a number of. former delegates to 
the first Z.onist Congress, ineluding Chief Rabbi Dr. Ehrenpreis, of . 
Sweden, ex-Senator Dr. Mayer Ebner, of Ramania, M, David Farb- 
stein, prominent. Swiss-Jewish political leader and Dr. Boden- 
heimer, a Vice-President of several Zionist Congresses. They all 
denied that there were secret sessions at the First Zionist Congress. 
iv. Ehrenpreis submitted to the Court the original shorthand 
manuscript of the Congress.minutes. 

M. Henri Sliosberg, who was one, of the leaders of Russian Jewry 
in the days before the War, described to the Court the Jewish 
situation in Russia before the Revolution, and the mentality of the 
Tsarist governing class, particularly in respect tothe Jews and the 
Jewish question. Professor Miliukoff,the Russian Liberal ex-Minister, 
declared that the Protocols were forged to mislead Russian 
public opinion and to create anti-Jewish pogroms. The evidence 
for the prosecution concluded with a declaration by Herr Tobler, 
the well-known chocolate manufacturer, that Freemasonry had no 
connection of any sort with Zionism. 

The defence called only one witness, who, when asked by the 
judge whether he was prepared to say that the “ Protocols’’ were 
authentic, said that he did not know French well enough to form an 
opinion on the subject. The reply was received with considerable 
laughter. 

On Tuesday evening, the defendants asked for an adjournment 
for the purpose of securing, as expert evidence, the testimony of 
a certain Colonel Fleischauer, of Erfurt, Germany, who is the 
publisher of an anti-Semitic press bulletin. Thé° plaintiffs, who 
are anxious that there shall be no shadow of a suggestion that the 
upholders of the “ Protocols" are not being given any opportunity of 
bringing all the evidence that they wish, did not oppose the request. 

The President accordingly decided to adjourn the case for four 
days so that the anti-Semites could ascertain whether Colonel 
Fleischauer is prepared to supply evidence, and in the event of his 
being willing so to do, tlfe case will be adjourned for a further 
month to give ample time for the new witness to prepare his. 
testimony, 

The principal ahetiiin to be decided by the action are whether 

the “ Protocols ’’ are authentic or.forged, whether they are a 
plagiarism andor whliether they constitute obscene literature, which 
is prohibited by the Berne Cantonal Law. The prohibition, according 
to the Law, applies to books, papers, printed matter, songs, posters, 
advertisements, pictures, films, été., the’contents of which may: lead 
to ¢rime ox conduce to ¢mmorality, disgust, or excite the lewer 
instincts amd otherwise cause gross offence. The plaintiffs call toe

Expert’s Report 
Protocols’ Forged for Political Purposes ” 


M. C. A. Loosli, the expert appointed by the President of the 
Court to render his opinion on the “ Protocols,” has now handed: in 
his findings. They run to nearly 200 folio pages. 

The expert denies that the Zionist leaders ever 
had any intention of developing any revolutionary or other political 
activity inthe countries of the Jewish Diaspora. The entire Zionist 
movement wasexclusively directed to acquiring alegally secured home 
in Palestine. The Protocols of the Zionist Congress and declarations 
made by persons still alive, who participated in the Congress, show 
that all the proceedings were carried on inthe full light of publicity, 
he states. The expert draws attention to the divergencies that exist 
between the various editions of the Protocols, particularly in the 
introductions by. the various publishers, and goes on to say that all 
the essential ideas of the “ Protocols”’ are taken from the” Dialogues 
aux Enfers” (1864), an attack bya non-Jew, Joly, on Napoleon III. 

The question whether there is evidence that. the Protocols were 
forged for political motives must be unquestionably answered in the 
aflirmative, the expert declares. Oa the basis of original documents, 
it. is definite that the collection of materials for the forging of the 
“ Protocols’ was already startelin 1884. It is possible that the work 
of collecting the materials was started even earlier by the “Ochrana.”

The LATVIS has been carrying on a furious anti-Jewish agita. 
tion, calling for a boycott against Jews and inciting to anti.Jewish 
disturbances. ‘The paper has been repeatedly fined and suspended 
for this anti-Jewish activity, but without any effect. 


The Minister of the Interior has closed down the All-Latvian Jewish 
Artisans’ Organisation. The reason for this action is unknown. Only 
recently the Government closed down all the Left Wing Jewish teachers 
associations, including the Zisho, the Central Yiddish School Teachers’ 
Association.

Jews of “Feudal” Kurdistan 


Enslaved Community's Hopeless Plight 


A disturbing account has reached the Alliance Israelite from 
lraq of the situation of the Jews in the mountain villages of 
hurdistan. 

hemoved from outside authority. these hurdish Jews have beev 
virtually reduced to the status of feudal serfs of their masters. the 
rich aghas. They belong to their masters completely. and in some 
cases have been actually sold as chattels. In theory, they are free. 
They are mostly weavers, dyers, hawkers or farmers: only a few 
are actually attached to their aghas’ homes as slaves. They can 
travel from one village to another (at their own risk) under the 
ugha’s protection.” However, this “ protection” costs dear, and in 
return, the agha can call upon the Jews to do unpaid labour for him 
on certain days; the agha can alsocall upon the Jewish farmer to give 
him a part of his crop or his cattle, and on the weaver to give him 
line cloths. 
the other lragqi citizens, have to pay tithes and other taxes to the 
Government, 

Nevertheless, Jews have no redress whatsoever. Even if one 
of them manages to escape, his goods are confiscated, for by law he 
is not allowed to sell his property. 
marriage settlements, receiving half the dowry. He can force 
Jewish girls to marry Moslems and be converted to Islam. 
acts as judge, and can even condemn a man to death. 

The ignorance of the Kurdish Jews is incredible. They are 
completely illiterate and have not the slightest contact with the 
Jewish religion, except for the occasional visit of an travelling Rabbi 
who visits the villages once every two or three months. if he is able 
to, in order to conduct a circumcision or kill a few sheep. The 
\urdish Jews are not debarred from observing the Sabbath, but in 
many villages where they are the direct servants of the agla. they 
make no distinction between the Sabbath and week-days. 


Government Powerless to Help 

The Iraq Goverrmment, even if it wished to intervene. appears 
powerless to help, as ,ny action on behalf of the Jews might lead to 
serious complications, or the aghas and theirmen are’ constantly 
armed and the Jews might be the first tosuffer. It also appears futile 
to buy them from their masters, for it would then be necessary to set 
them up in the towns. As they are practically all farmers or 
weavers who make a special material worn only by Kurds, they 
would starve in a centre like Mosul. The best solution would seem 
to be to transfer them gradually to Palestine, where they would 
make excellent workers. However, they are debarred from 
doing this by the immigration restrictions.

the movement. In the distribution of Palestine immigration 
certificates in Germany, he said, State Zionism demands that i: 
should be taken into account in propottion to its numbers. 

Dr. Ludwig Goldwasser, of Leipzig, said that Revisionism, i 
contradiction to the party system in Zionism, was a totalitarian 
movement, which knew no separate class or other interest. The 
Jewish State was necessary, because the Jewish people could be 
preserved only in a State, not by a return te primitive social forms. 
The Revisionist programme sought a complete solution of the Jewis!) 


question. Ordinary Zionism was only transferring the Jewis! 
question from Europe to Palestine.

The Rev. Me. Perlzweig gave a resumé of the history of the 
Jionist Movement, in the course of which he reminded the audience 
of the solemn pledge given by the British Government on behalf of 
the British people, that it wo ild facilitate the re-establishment of the 
tewish National Home in Palestine. There was no doubt, he said, 
«bat that pledge meant. 

Mr. Perlzweig enumerated some of the achievements in Palestine 
which he thought the andience, consisting of British electors, ought 
» know, and described the life that was being lived by the Jews of 
Palestine as he had seen it while he was on a visit to the country 
‘ast spring. He said he had the privilege of discussing Palestine 
matters with the High Commissioner both in Jerusalem and in 
ondon, and he had the impression not only that the High Commis- 

oner was a man who was determined to carry out his duties inthe 
rit of the mandate, but that he increasingly appreciated the 
piritual quality of what the Jews in Palestine were aiming at. 

The Jews were waiting at this time of the year for the 
‘bour Schedule, and after his conversation with the High Com- 
sioner he would be extremely disappointed if there were not a 

onsiderable improvement in the size of the schedule. 

Mr. Perlzweig appealed to the audience for an understanding of 
what Zionists were striving for.

Mizrachi Discuss Peace Negotiations 


RELIGIOUS DEMANDS MUST BE SATISFIED 


The Party Council of the Polish Mizrachi Organisation held a 
ineeting in Warsaw under the Chairmanship of Chief Rabbi Rubin- 
stein of Vilna. Rabbi Brodt, who dealt with the situation in Pales- 
tine and in Zionism, said that the Mizrachi had good reason to be 
bitter over the attitude of the Left parties, who, he complained, 
were not keeping the solemn promises in regard to religious 
observance, which they had made at the last session of the Actions 
Committee, held in Jerusalem in March. The fight must be con- 
tinued, He said, for it is not @ fight against the Executive, but for 
the existence of Palestine. Speaking of the negotiations which the 
Zionist Executive had opened with various opposition groups, Rabbi 
brodt said that the Mizrachi could come to a peace agreement only 
if its religious demands were satisfied. 

_ Rabbi Nissenbaum spoke in the same strain, insisting that the 
Mizrachi must stand firm on the basis of the decisions of the Cracow 
Party Conference of the Mizrachi. As long as the demands of the 


Mizrachi were not satisfied, the Party could not work for the Zionist 

Funds, he sald. Peace was impossible on the lines of a separate 

pact with one or two groups. It must embrace all the parties.

Judaism,” and in his first address he discussed “ Conditions in 
Palestine before the Return.” 

Dr. Welch said that for a true understanding of the restoration 
of Judaism it was necessary to recognise the situation in Palestine 
during the exile. They had been misled by the author of Ezra, who, 
himself one of the returned exiles, ascribed the whole recovery of 
the nation to the zeal of that party. In reality much had been done 
on which those men built. 

In Samaria the bulk of the population remained Jewish in race 
and in religion. Soon after the conquest by Sargon, the Assyrian 
court permitted the cult at Bethel to be resumed, and so set the 
worship of Israel on an equal footing with the cults practised by 
the heathen settlers there. The native Jews used the opportunity 
that this gave them. 


Condemnation of Labour Attack 

The Jewish Agency in Jerusalem has issued a statement strongly 
condemning the attack on a Revisionist meeting which took place 
in Haifa recently, and expressing itself outraged by tlris brutal 
attack which, it says, continues the chain of outbreaks tarnishing 
the name of the Yishuv and of Zionism, and poisoning the 
atmosphere. 

The Palestine Labour Party has also issued a statement in 
which it expresses strong condemnation of the attack, declaring 
that such actions are likely only to strengthen Revisionism and 
weaken the Histadruth. 


Commercial Relations with Hungary 


We learn from the Jewish Telegraphic Agency that the Jewish 
National Fund, which has hitherto found it difficult. on account of 
the currency restrictions to send out of the country the funds which 
it collects in Hungary, has now permission from the Hungarian 
National Bank to take out these contributions tn the form of goods. 
It is expected that this arrangement will result in a big increase of 
Hungarian exports to Palestine which have hitherto been negligible. 
The Hungarian Zionist Federation and the Hungarian Oflice of the 
Jewish National Fund are making an effort to promote commercial 
and cultural relations between the two countries.

Over 300-.bs. in weight of commodities were received, in 
midition to gifts of woolies, earthenware, ctc. The babies in the Home 
were upnanimpous in their welcome to the visitors, and either kicking 
merrily in their pretty little cots or exploring with earnest zeal the 
attractive illustrations on anursery rug, they presented an entirely satisfied 
and satisfying spectacle. 

The babies in Charcroft House all wear woolies. But there are, as 
‘ every competent baby knows, woolies and woolies. And those that the 
harecroft House babies adopt belong most definitely to the category of 
attractive models, such as is so widely advertised for less interesting and 
decidedly older folk. A visitor to the Home might easily be persuaded 
ihat she was attending a fashion parade for babies, only the movements 
‘f the little mannequins have none of those absurdly stiff unnatural 
tlides associated with the profession. Instead, tiny limbs are thrust 
«bout with primordial energy, and the glimpses one gets of the fit and cut 
of each little garment are from below upwards. The sun at Shepherd's 
Hush must have particulariy potent rays, which the babies at Charcroft 
llouse have discovered in advance of every other Londoner. For such 
brown little legs are rarely to be seen, even on the beach of a summer 
seaside resort. | 

A noteworthy feature of the Home is the Welcome Ciub where those 
who have left the Home, both mothers and babies, can meet and have tea 
and romps together. Combined with an efficient after-care organisation 
by which free medical advice is available for the children, and by means 
cf which contact is kept up with the former babies of the Home, this Club 
fulfils a very humane and necessary purpose in the development of future 
citizens, The Association for the Protection of Girls, Women and Children 
is to be congratulated on the efficiency and promise its work displays.

Soup Recipes 
(Continued) 


Lentil Soup 
Stock or salt beef liquor, 2 qts. Lentils, 1 breakfastcupful, 
‘Two onions. One turnip: 
Two carrots. Parsley, 
Pinch of savoury herbs. Bavieaf. 
A few sticks of celery. Salt and pepper. 

SOAK the lentils overnight in cold water. Prepare the vegetables, cut 
them up and put all ingredients together in a saucepan, Bring to the boil 
and simmer gently for two hours. Then rub through a sieve, return to 
the saucepan and make thoroughly hot. ‘This soup is nicest made from 
the liquor in which salt beef has been cooked, but if this is not available 
use ordinary stock or water; in which case a small piece of worsht cooked 
in the soup is an improvement. Cook for about forty-five minutes, then 
cut up into small dice and serve in the soup. 


Furee of Brussels Sprouts 
Spronts, 14 ibs, Pinch of bicarbonat 
Two shallots. Marvarine, 1 oz 
Stock, 3 pints. Fiour, 1 tablespoonful. 

PREPARE the sprouts, put them in a saucepan and pour over the 
boiling stock:. Add a pinch of bicarbonate of soda and the shallots cut 
into slices. Cook gentiy for forty-five minutes, then rab through a sieve. 
Melt the margarine in a saucepan, stir in the flour, and gradually add the 
purée, Stir till boiling and simmer for five minutes. Season to taste and 
serve very hot.

Cauliflower Milk Soup 


One larve cauliflower. Butter, 2 oz4,. 


\ few sticks of celery. Fjour, 2 ozs. 
One small onion. Milk, 1 pint. 
Salt, popper, mace. Water. 


REMOVE the outer leaves from the cauliflower and cut it in quarters. 
Put it in a saucepan of boiling salted water aud boil for ten minutes ; then 
pour off the water. Cover again with boiling saliei water; add the 
prepared and cut-up celery and onion, and cook till tender. 

Straip, but save the water in which the vegetables were cooked, 
Reserve a few of the tiny flowerets, and rub the remainder of the 
vegetables through a sieve. 

Melt the butter; stir in the flour, then gradually add the milk and 
one-and-a-half pints cf water in which the cauliflower was cooked. Stir 
till boiling ; add the vegetable purée and simmer for ten minutes. Put 
the reserve flowerets in a hot tureen; pour over the puree and serve with 
croutons of fried bread. 


BY REQUEST 
| Preserved Citrons (Ethrog) 
Two citrons. Water, 1 pint. 
Loaf sugar, 1 Ib. Orange flower water. 

SOAK the citrons in cold water for a week, changing the water every 
day. Then cut them into thin slices. Dissolve the sugar in the water; 
add the sliced citrons and simmer gently with the lid off the sancepan for 
about three hours, Ifthe flavour is liked, add a little orange flower water.

A FORERUNNER OF ZIONISTS 

One of the greatest Talmudic schelars of lis age, author of 
numerous works, dialectician and moralist, Rabbi Hirsch Kalischer, 
belongs to the early creators and forerunners of Zionism. He lived 
aut a turning point in Jewish history. A great conflict was raging 
between the advocates of Reform -iudaism and the leading Rabbis 
who staunchly defended Jewish Orthodoxy. On the occasion of the 
sixtieth anniversary of Rahbi Kalischers death. appreciative articles 
on this remarkable personality have appeared in various Jewish 
journals, 


liabbi Khalischer, says a writer in the Mizrachi organ YIDDISHE STIME. 
was a realist who with remarkabic clearsightedness, apprehended the 
situation. He saw the danger to Judaism from emancipation as advocated 
by the Reformers and he equally realised the futility of the fight by the 
pillars of orthodoxy to keep Judaism confined as it was before the walls 
of the Ghetto were broken. He therefore came to the conclusion that the 
obly alternative was Palestine. The idea, so simple and obvious, appears 
to have frightened many of his contemporaries and resulted in opposition 
from unexpected quarters. He had to engage in polemics with those who 
shared his deep religious vic w and endeavoured to convince and persuade the 
religious scction thateflorts to secure Jdewish settlement in Palestine were an 
essential part of Judaism. Proceeding, the writer points out that inthese days 
it was hardly necessary to dilate on the Zionist side of Rabbi Kalischer’s 
work and achievement. The very simplicity ef his idea bordered on genius; 
but inadequate appreciation, he thinks, has been given to his religious 
zeal, And now that his Palestine was in process of realisation more stress 
might be laid on the fact that his Zionist fervour emanated from his 
religious ardour. He looked upon the Palestine idea as the strongest 
weapon against the Reformers who, to quote his own words, © were trying 
to obliterate the memory of Jacob's inheritance and to contcal the hope 
inthe Redemption. They therefore had to do their utmost to re-awaken 
the memory of Jerusalem and to insist on the hope of Restoration.” 

The moral the writer attempts to draw is that the religious 
section in Zionism must concentrate on the religious aspect. From 
the purely Mizrachi Party angle such a moral is perhaps legitimate, 
but from the objective point of view it is a little forced. Palestine 
is not as yet a Jewish country. and Rabbi halischer, had he lived, 
would certainly have been opposed to party manceuvres even for the 
sake of orthodoxy, which endanger Jewish unity for Zion. 

FREILAND”™ 

Territorialism is again in the air. The Jewish Territorial 
Organisation, founded by Zangwill after the rejection of the East 
Africa offer by the Zionists, has been virtually. dead since the 
Balfour Declaration. but from time to time attempts have been 
made to revive not merely the idea underlying territorialism, but 
also some of the schemes connected with il. 

To further the territorialist idea a new periodical has been launched: 
it is called by the expressive name FReEILAND. The object of the 
periodical, it is explained, is to give expression to both the Jewish aud the 
general public of the thoughts and efforts in the direction of active and 
practical work connected with Jewish immigration and colonisation in 
*“afree land.’ It is, however, added that the objective is not to form a 
new party in Jewry to fight the already existing parties. It is not 
intended to negative any positive work that was being done anywhere on 
behalf of.the Jewish masses, but to extend new work in a domain 
hitherto almost neglected. The aim is to create a League for concentrated 
Jewish. colonisation, embracing all those who desire te improve the 
present chaotic conditions of Jewish immigration so as to transform it and 
regulate it in a concentrated Jewish colonisation ina free land. 

An admirable object, though one cannot help feeling that it is a 
little vague. Where, one wonders, is there a spot on this planet of 
ours where Jewish immigration might be concentrated “in a free 
land”? However, it is satisfactory to know that no new party has 
arisen in Israel, but only a League. Even more satisfactory is the 
assurance that. no positive work at present in progress will be 
negatived., 

PROTEST AGAINST THE JEWISH 
BOYCOTT COMMITTEE OF GREAT BRITAIN 


“It would be hard to match anywhere such a tactless and 
irresponsible statement as that issued by the Jewish Boycott 
Council of Great Britain,” the New York ToG complains. 

Replying to the latest Hitler outburst against the boycott. says the 
paper, the Council found it necessary to lay down conditions upon which 
it would be ready to cease boycott activities, these conditions being the 
restoration of full Jewish equality in Germany. Such a statement, the 
TOG argues, is calculated to damage the chances for the success of the 
boycott movement since the boycott is not a purely Jewish activity. . . 

he effectiveness of the boycott is to be attributed to the joining of many 
orces of which the Jews constitute only one. The movement includes 
organised labour, radicals, pacifists, Catholics and Protestants. For a 
Jewish body to come out now with conditions that amount to a plea for a 
separate peace, simply means to turn on our allies in the great war against 
Nazi Germany and is an attempt to break the united front. . . « The 
united front must be maintained at all costs. Any peace that is to be 
made can only be on the basis of a joint demand to include freedom for 
all the groups now suppressed in Nazi Germany. The writer thinks it 


_ axiomatic that the Jewish position can never be considered secure in @ 


land where other minorities are harassed and persecuted, 

The writer may be right that in the attitude towards Germany, 
Jews cannot at this stage disown all the liberal forces and act 
separately. Whether, however, Jews are obliged in all cases, as 
Jews, to champion freedom is problematic rather than axiomatic,

In submitting the 
accounts of the “ Victor Lightman” Loan Fund, the Treasurer said 
that the repayments from borrowers had amounted to £5,387, and 
the number of loans advanced (free of interest) totalled £4,332. 
The sums promised in the various Synagogues, in response to the 
Holy Day Appeals, amounted to £2,370.

The Débutantes’ Ball, held last week at the Town Hall in aid of 
the funds of the Judean Club, was a successful function.

A BRILLIANT ATHLETIC RECORD 


Speating the other evening at a meeting of the United Synagogue 
Fellowship, held at the Jewish Institute, Mr. Harold M. Abrahams, 
ircferred to the subjcct of ‘‘Jows and Sport” in the course of which he 
laid particular stress 
on the impossibility of 
an orthodox Jew ever 
comiog right to the 
top in athletics. Mr. 
Abrahawms’s successes 
in the athletic arena 
for Cambridge U niver- 
sity and England have 
been phenomenal, and 
we g¢ve hero some 
details of his ach‘eve- 
ments up to the time 
of his retirement, a 
few years ago, from 
active participation in 
athletics. He was 
the Public Schools’ 100 
yards and long jump 
champion 1918; 
represented Cam- 
bridge University 
acainst Oxford from 
1920 to 1925, when he 
won the 100 yards 
four times, the long 
jump three times and 
the 410 \ards once—a 
total of e.cht events, 
which is a record. He 
won three events 
against Oxford in one 
afternoon and set up a new Inter-varsity record of 23ft. 7fins. for the long 
jump, which still stands. Mr. Abrahams was Hon. Secretary of the Cam. 
tridge University Athletic Club in 1922 and President in 1925. He was 
also President of Cains College Athiectic Club and Caius College Law 
Scciety. In 1921 ho represented Oxford and Cambridge Universities 
against Harvard and Yale in America and against Princeton and Cornell, 
when he won the 100 yards and long jump. He also represented 
Oxford and Cambridge vr. Harvard and Yale in 1923 in London when 
he won the 100 vards, 229 yards and long jump in one afternoon. 
On four occasions he won the 100 yards, 220 yards and long jump of the 
Midland Counties Championship in one afternoon, and won three English 
Closed Championships, 100 yards, 220 yards a: d long jomp in one afternoon 
n 1925. Hoe won the Amateur Athletic Association 10) yards champion- 
ship in 9 9-l0ths seconds in 19 4; and the long jump in 1925 (covering 
23ft. Sjins.). Mr. Abrahams’ international record is no les; brilliant. He 
represented Greit Britain at the Olympic Games in 1920 in the 100° and 
200 metres. the long jamp and the 400 metres relay, and at the Olympic 
Games in Paris in 1924 he won the 100 metres, and was the fir-t English. 
man and, incidentally, the only European ever todo so. He equalled the 
then Olympic record of 10 3-5th. secs. three times in two days. He also 
icached the final of the 200 inctres but fifiished last. In the 400 metres 
relay race England finishcd second, and Abrahams was in the team. 
Unfortunately, while long jumping in 1925 he broke a leg. He captained 
the British athlet'c team at Amsterdam in 1928, Mr. Abrahams has been 
n member of the Amateur Athiectic Association since 1925, and represented 
the International Board at the International Amateur Athletic Association's 
Congress in Stockholm list Augast. He has contributed regularly to the 
SUNDAY TIMES since 1925, and published a numberof books on athletics.

Gaumont-British Picture Corporation 
SATISFACTORY RESULTS 

The Annual Meeting of the Gaumont-British Picture Corporation, 
Litd., was beld on October 29th at 142, Wardour Street, W. 

Mr. Mark Ostrer (the Chairman) said that the net profit for tho year 
ending 3lst March, 1954, amounted to £692,214. That figure was not 
comparable with the profit for the previous year without adjustment. 
‘The change which had taken place in their debenture stock necessitated 
the payment of a much larger sum in interest each year. On the other 
hand. the debenture stocks of subsidiary companies, which they now hel, 
would yield a large sum annually, the whole of which represented income 
from investmonts. Included in the profit of £692,214 was an amount of 
£120,857, interest on the stocks of the subsidiaries. Zhe three resting 
compavies had been amalgamated during the year, and the financial year 
of their renting company now ended on 3lst March. The dividend 
declared by that Company and included in the accounts covered a period 
of Hifteen months. 

The Directors recommended a final dividend of 4 per cent., making 
7 per cent. for the year, the same as in the previous year. He thought it 
would be agrecd that the result was satisfactory. ‘The Corporation con. 
tinued to ocenpy a predominant position in the industry in this country. 
The building of new theatres and the reconstructing of existing ones were 
still being prudently developed. Their studios at Shepherd’s Push had 
continued to be fully employed during the year and had been responsible 
for some of the best British films shown. Their pictures now enjoyed 4 
wide international reputation. 

OPERATIONS IN AMERICA 

Tt had been apparent that a further development of the Corporaticn’s 
activities should be directed towards its export business. With that object 
in view he, together with other executive officers of the Corporation, had 
visited the United States of America, which, as a potential market for 
films. was some three or four times as large as the domestic market. Up 
to the present the sale of the British product in America bad been of ho 
vreat importance. 

The Corporation, knowing that its own production of films was now 
ranking with the best in the world, had determined to flod an outiet in the 
United States, and had been presented with the alternative of selling its 
product to the major Companies in America or setting up its own Organisa- 
tion for the purpose of séiling direct to the American theatre-owner and 
public. Afterexamining the situation very carefally on the spot, they had 
come to the conclusion that most advantage could be derived by setting 
up their own distributing organisation, and they had immediately made 
plans for marketing their product. They had decided to use their own 
sales force in all the larger territories, and had maic an arrangement with 
Mr. S. R. Kent, President of Fox Films and also a Director of their Com- 
pany, to distribute their product and to sell for them in the smaller 
territories where they considered it uneconomical to sell them-<elves. 

Although they had been established in the United States less than 
three months, already four of their pictures had played or were piaying 
on Broadway with great success, and he expected three or four more to 
be shown before the end of the year. He was happy io the belicf that 
they would be receiving revenue from America during the next year. 

As to the prospects for the current year, they had reason to believe, 
having regard to tho figures available, that the results would be consider- 
ably better than those for the past twelve months. 

The Report Was uvapimously adopted.

A RECORD YEAR 


MR. J. H. MAGGS’ SPEECH 

The 19th Ordinary General Meeting of United Dairies, Lid., was held on 
October 30th at the Connaught Rooms, London. 

Mr. Joseph H. Maggs (the Chairman) said: As regards the trading of the 
subsidiary comp inies, in spite of the dry summer of 1933, we dealt with over 
five million gations of milk more than in the previous year, 
increase, you may remember, was something over four millions. 

Our butter sales increased by over four million Ibs., sales of English eggs 
were up by more than seventeen millions, whilst our sale of imported eggs 
actually declined by 543,000, The utmost care is exercised in testing our supplies 
of egus and in seeing that they are distributed in the freshest condition possible. 
A new introduction of ours, namely ‘Coffee Cream,’’ has been placed on sale 
throughout the London area during the past few months and has had a favour- 
able reception. Ask your milkman ‘or ** Coffee Cream.” 

Encouraged by the practical steps taken by Mr, Elliot to restrict imports of 
foreign processed milks, we have greatly increased our manufacturing plants, 
in fact altogether during tlie trading vear, we spent some £160,000 on new plant, 
apart from buildings. I have faith in the Government’s declared policy, an 
essential factorjn allits marketing schemes, that further restrictions on imports 
will be enforced as we at home show ourselves capable of producing more, 

FURTHER CUTS IN IMPORTS HOPED FOR 

At the moment in the processed milk industry, home production has gone 
ahead rather faster than restriction of imports. Farther substantial cuts in 
imports are vitally necessary if weare to market the ever-increasing supplies of 
miik produced in this country. Tariffs alone would be useless, as will be realised 
when you consider the prices at which our campetitors abroad obtain their 
supplies. For months this year in Holland condensed milk manufacturers have, 
[am told on good authority, actually been charged less than. 2d. per gallon for 
fresh milk. In order that this may be done, the Dutch consumer has to pay at 
least double the price for his butter that ithe Londoner pays. : 

[t is, indeed, a strange anomaly that in many of the great dairying countries 
of Europe and also in some of our Dominions, the home price of butter should 
be artificially maintained at 100 per cent. to 300 per cent. above the prices 
obtainable for their export-d butter.

“Theatre Royal” at the “Lyric” 


PICTURE OF A THEATRICAL HOME 


Those who are obsessed with curiosity concerning the private 
lives of famous theatrical families, have their yearnings answered 
even if their appetites are not appeased by this play-picture about 
the scatter-brain Cavendishes, who claim a hereditary royal share 
of theatrical distinction in the United States. There is very little 
story and the family, which discreet publicity bas hintingly 
equated with some well-known New Yorkers, is composed of sadly 
unattractive persons even in the hands of one of the most brilliant 
casts that could be assembled to deal with the play. 

The mad inconsequential rushing about, the outbursts of emotion 
and the inbursts of young sparks fleeing before writs for breach of 
promise, caperipng and cowering, borrowing and bunking, the complete 
detachment with which one set of hullaballooers not in action, treat others 
in full blast—at first it is all quite entertaining until one tires of the 
posturing and prancing and the daubed grandeur of these rather shoddy 
versions of the Crummles family. 

Or rather one would tire were it not for the brilliant performance 
whereby Marie Tempest is able to dominate the story with the help of 
the well-judged, perfectly toned acting of Madge Titheradge, W. Graham 
Browne, Mary Merral and George Zuceo. Laurence Olivier works strenuously 
with the meretricious picture of the wild young Anthony, and if it is 
not satisfying he has the comfort of knowing that in other hands it would 
be still lessso. The play well merits a visit for the sake of seeing how great 
actors, and especially a certain great actress can mae the proverbial 
bricks with the veriest whisp of straw. 


“Lovers’ Leap ”’ 


: A MOST ATTRACTIVE COMEDY 

What is it about this charming little light comedy at the 
Vaudeville which seems to make it so attractive, possibly the most 
attractive show of its kind in town? Vividly original it is not; but 
the most ordinary situation in it is handled with a combination of 
freshness, wit, and what for the want of a better word I must call 
genuineness—a strange quality in so light a trifle but traceable, I 
feel, probably in the first place to the author's approach to his 
characters and carried thence by infection to the characters and 
incidents themselves. 

Owen Nares, who also produces, gives an outstanding piece of comedy 
acting as the Egyptologist who finds mummies so much pleasanter an 
occupation than a wife, and who has the kindness of the unromantic, as 
well as that type’s strength of purpose. True, his attitude is the result 
of a few months’ matrimony with a eharming lady who was somewhat 
marrcd by a tendency to go fright-crazy at a thundersterm and to indulge 
in ornament-throwing and finger-biting to the bone when a difference with 
her spouse progressed emotionally beyond cold debate. 

When I saw the play, Coral Brown was taking Nora Swinburn’s pars 
as the man-cating wife, and gave a very splendid version of this intensely 
inconvenient but inevitably likeable lady. A young couple approaching 
within the shadow of marriage and hesitating, before the awful warning of 
the Egyptologist’s catastrophe ina similar enterprise, are beautifully played 
by Ursula Jeaus and Walter Hudd, the former so pre-eminently norma! 
and quietly commanding, the young man of Mr. Hudd such a perfect 
example of the well-meaning, precise and precious bore. I cannot believe 
that anyone in search of light ani witty entertainment will fail to b> 
delighted with “ Lovers’ Leap.” 


“ Royal Baggage 
A CHARLES IL PLAY 


An erudite and conscientious historical accuracy as regards the 
principal subject of H. T. Wood's play at the Little Theatre is not 
sufficient, though welcome in itself, to turn this story of the attempt 


dramatic significance. The mainstory, like Charles himself, suffers 
from too many baggages, too many irritating, pointless, unconvincing 
happenings concerning the royal mistresses, and an appallingly 


naive version of the conduct of state discussions and transactions — 


in the merry monarch’s days. 

Interest in the play is not enhanced by the very pallid characterisation 
that seems to flicker so far beneath the wigs and cloaks and satins ant 
stays. Haro!d Warrender, in appearance excellently chosen for Charles, 
does his best, with an unillumined part, and Thea Holme, by sheer 
brilliance of personality and delicate sense of restraint, makes us believe 
that the Duchess of Portsmouth was perhaps an enigma but quite probably 
a woman. The other favourites are sadly miscast. Elizabeth Maude gives 
us Nell Gwyn as a sort of skittish elephant bent on throwing her weigh: 
about in too literal a sense, and Dorothy Black, whom I have seen ac> 
superbly, rasps and shrills her Castlemaine like a disappointed cook whoso 
butler ha; fallen for the flick of a dainty duster in prefereuce to her own 
warmer range. 

Ths efficiency of Wilfred Walter cannot make this Shaftesbury any- 
thing but adull dog. Robert Speight gives an interesting twist to his little 
picture of the notorious Oates. The court manners are of the freest and 
easiest. I feel they are as true to actuality—however arguable in pure 
reason—-as would be some little royal princess's idea of the ways of 
suburban villa-dwellers to the manners of the denizen’s of Tooting Lec. 


“Two Kingdoms ”’ 


Mr. Evan John’s play, described as a ‘‘ poetic melodrama,’’ wa: 
presented at the Savoy Theatre this week by the Catholic Stage Guild. 
It proved to bo a brilliant and distinguished piece of work, particularly 
interesting because it showed that modern drama can be written in verse 
without the numbers lending anything in the nature of pretentiousness to 
the story or the characters, indeed considerably helping tho artistic 
concept of the work. There is nothing of cardboard preciousness in Mr. 
‘John’s lines, and he can introduce humour with a telling and unforcel 
naturalness. The story is of Japan in the days when the island empire 
was fighting against the loss of its individuality, against the swamping 
waves of Westernisation. Speeches, thought-provoking and alive with 
feeling, stir the mind and gratify the ear, in the author's language which 
is always appropriate. Robert Speaight, Dorothy Holmes-Gore, Alfred 
Clark and Eugene Leahy, among an excellent cait, gave very fine 
performances.
